More astonishing Uian the ontcome 
of the Governor's race was the result 
of the contest for the Oeneral As- 
sembly, which also is claimed hy 
both parties by a \cr.v cl.isc so-.c ou 
joint iMiUot. flic Democrats claim a 
safe majority in the Senate. Imt in 
the House it i-s olherwisc. and there- 
lore the chances for (iov. Iteckhaurs 
election to the I'nited Stales Senate 
are jeopardised. In this insUnce It 
is already hinted that a sufflcten*. 
number of Democrats will refuse to 
vote for Gov. Beckham on joint bal- 
lot, thereby eansin)r a dendlo<-k and 
preventing his election at this ses- 
sion His opponent will (lonlitle>s be 
r\-(;()V. William <). liradley. as his i. 
the only name thus far nientloni' l in 
eouDectioii with the rbiu'h honor. 

In Linilsvillc and .leffcrson county 
the Republicans swept the platter 
clean, electing Hon. James F. Orlt.- 
stead and almost his etitire ticket by 
majorities of nearly .l.oon. the onlv 
exceptions beinjr Chris Mueller f.ir 
the I.efrislature and four School 
Trustees, 'rhi' reasons for this crush- 
inir (li'fcat are man.v and not hard to 
fiinl. despite the fact thai i l)i-ller 
municipal ticket had never liefori 
been presented the voters of Louis- 
ville, which gives the victors cause 
for great Jubilation. Hon. Owen 
Tyle made a wonderful race and his 
friends stood by him nobly, but the 
discordant element, thst elemen: 
which stands for personal gain and 
a rule or ruin pcdu'V, was suffiiieni 
111 cause tlie difeal of (he Demo- 
■ ralic parl.v. When the retiiins were 
in Tiicsil.iy ni^rht Mr. 'l'\li'r sent. 
oonj,'riilulation.s to his victorious op- 
ponent, who received the news of his 
election with a calmness and dignity 
that becomes the man. Mayor Grin- 
stead pledf^es himself to stand 
' squarely on the platform on which 
he made his race and carry out 
everv jiledffc made diirine the cam- 
paign. Now that he is eli-< tcd .Mayor 
the pcuph- <if l,ouis\illc sliiiiild bfivv 
to the will iif the uiajioit\ and 
him their support as Imifr as he ffives 
them a good adinini~lraiion. ^ 

In New York the Democrats were 
again victorious, electing the ticket 
put forth by Tammany Hall and 
routing the rtepiihlienns and Hearst's 
Independence l,ea>rue. which had 
eomlilned and named a muj;\\ump 
licket. This elect inn puts .in end to 
Hearst in .\e\s ^■|lrk State, and the 
Ihini,' left f.ir hrni In do is |.i 
fuse with Wattcraun in Kentucky 

Rhode laland stands In the Dcin.i- 
cratlc column, having re-elected 
Oor. .lames Higglns by an increased 
majority, and the lost reports were 
that the liegislatnre was very close. 
Maryland also returned to the Demo- 
cratic column, choosinjf Democratic 
State officers and a I.ef;islature thnt 
will send a Democrat to the Senate. 

Massachuset t.s g^ave (iov. (iuild. the 
Kepublican candidate, a plurality .if 
•iver l(Xi,(Ki() votes, electiiijr the entire 
ticket. The Democrats were badly 
split and had no dlow whatever from 
the day they held two State conven- 
tions. In New Jersey the contest was 
bitter, but the Republicans earri)-d 
the State by 7,tX)0. In .Jersey City 
Mark Pagan, who was seeking' his 
fourth term as Mayor, was defeated 
by B.fKMl. 

The Ma.Noralty contest in Cleve- 
land, wliii'h for months has attractc.1 
the attention of the entire country, 
resulted in a glorious victory for 
Tom L. Johnson, who was ueeted 
Mayor for the fourth term. Unusual 
Importance attached to this contest 
from the fact that Conpressmnn 
Theodore Burton, Chairman of the 
House Rivers anil Harbor Committee, 
and supposed to be the candidate of 
President Uoosevelt aiul Secretary 
Taft, resigned his seat In make the 
race. Mayor Johnson's plurality was 
over 9,000, and referring to his elec- 
tion he said: "Throngti all the con- 
fusion and slander the people kept 
their minds fixed upon the real issue, 
tM that today Cleveland is a free city. 
It was the people's fight; it i- the 
people's victory. The ri^fht may lose 
a U.ittle, Inil it never lost a war. 
Our seven years' war is won Cleve- 
land will jfo on «ith its frreat work. 
It will recognize all the lawful ond 
equlUble rights of the defeated 



monopoly, but it will reserve and pre- 
serve all the rights of the people." 
Mayor .lohnson is a native of Jyouis- 
ville. 

In San Krancis<'o there were three 
can<lidate.-4 for Chief Executive, the 
incumbent. Mayor Taylor, who suc- 
ceeded sehmlta, balny tlie wiaaer by 
a plurality of between 8,000 end

Repopted That Cardinal* Will

The death of Cardinal Stelnhnber 
has deprived the Jeault order of Its 
last representative in the Sacred Col- 
lege of Cardinals and will make it 
necessary for the Pope to nominate 
another member of the order. There 
is much speculation as to what mem- 
ber of the powerful order will be 
chosen to siiccci'd the late Cardinal. 
Ills nomination to the Sacred College 
can not he delayed very long, follow- 
iiiK the traditions of the church. It 
Is more than prohahle that the nom- 
ination will take place at the next 
Cnii-islory, which is to be held early 
III December. It is said prelates in 
a position to know declare the choice 
of the Pope will fall on Fnther 
Brandt, who for many years was the 
leading editor of the CIvitta Catto- 
lica, the prominent semi-monthly or- 
gan of the order. It was Father 
Brandt who for nearly twenty years 
sustained tin- linhts of the Holy See 
In the matter of the temporal power 
and defended the dogmas and rights 
of the (hnrch in a niimlierlesB series 
of ait ides His .services to the Holy 
See are considered of such value In 
Xaticiii circles that nobody would be 
surprised if he were promoted to the 
highest honor given by the church. 
At the December Consistory it Is defi- 
nitely settled that the Archbishop of 
Westminster, Mgr. Francia Bourne, 
will be promoted to a seat In the 
Sacred College, and so also will three 
Austrian and German Bishopt.
